She  had  faith  in  dream*.  Once,  while 
yet  an  actresa,  she  told  Anderson,  the  hair¬ 
dresser  of  the  theatre,  that  she  had  repeat¬ 
edly  dreamed  that  she  had  been  tried  for 
‘  her  life,  sentenced  to  death,  an  J  actually 
executed. 

The  man,  who  had  the  reputation  of  be¬ 
ing  a  true  interpreter,  assured  her  that  it 
was  “a  fine  dream,  indicating  that  she  wo* 
to  be  a  grand  lady,  and  to  hold  her  head 
high,  perhaps  to  be  received  at  oourt.” 

At  that  time,  her  salary  was  only  three  or 
foor  pounds  a  week.  Good-haraoreiUy,  she 
aaaurcd  Anderson  that  whenever  his  pre¬ 
diction  waa  fulfilled,  he  alone  should  dress 
her  hair  for  cdDri.
